DETAILED ACTION 

The following action is in response to communications filed for application 10/657,060 
on August 1,2005. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-14, and 16-19 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
fails to show or render obvious the transmission device of a four-wheel drive vehicle as claimed, 
and particularly including a second driven gear disposed at a base end side of the first output 
shaft and engaging with said second drive gear, and including the remaining structure of claim 1. 
The present invention also particularly includes a first driven gear approximately coaxially 
provided behind said input shaft for engaging said first drive gear, a rotating axis of said hollow 
counter shaft being displaced from said input shaft, and including the remaining structure of 
claim 8. The present invention also particularly includes a second drive gear rotated about the 
rotating axis of said input shaft; a driven gear and second drive gear; the second output shaft is 
coupled with the first driven gear through the variable mechanism, or the second drive gear is 
coupled with the first driven gear through the variable mechanism, and including the remaining 
structure of claim 14.
